UTICA AND SCHENECTADY RAIL-ROAD. 

At a meeting of the directors of the Utica and Schen- 
ectady Railroad Company, held on the 25th day of 
May, 1847, the following resolutions were adopted. 

Whereas, This company on the sixteenth day of 
April, 1846, reduced the fare on their road from three 
dollars to two dollars, in the expectation that the roads 
west of Utica would reduce their fare in proportion, 
and thus create an increase in travel, sufficient to com- 
pensate, in part, for the reduction, and whereas none 
of the western roads have reduced their fare, and the 
receipts from passengers on this road have diminished, 
and this company are required under an act of the leg- 
islature, passed the 12th day of May inst., to proceed 
without aelay to relay their road with heavy iron rail, 
and erect a new superstructure therefor, which will

The above resolutions, which we find in the Albany 
papers, commence by a perversion of the facts in stat- 
ing that when they reduced their fare from $3 to $2, 
they expected the other roads, with which they con- 
nected west, would reduce theirs also. Every one of 


the directors must have known that the other roads at! 


the time protested a reduction of fare, stating that, they 
could not afford to, as well as the Utica & Schenecta- 
dy, because they had by far less travel upon their roads 
to sustain it. The U. & S. roads declared before com- 
mittees of both branches of the Legislature, in oppos- 
ing a road on the south side of the Mohawk, that the 
legislature had a right to reduce their fare, in short they 


conceded their fare was too high, and promised to re- | 
duce it rather than allow the charter for another road | 


to be granted. These are the facts. At this time too, 
they admitted the necessity of relaying their track with 
the heavy rail—declared the work was in progress and 
would be completed with all reasonable despatch.—
